He captured one rich prize by 
an exploit so daring in conception and 
In execution as to stand In a class 
by Itself; then he retired and never 
again went a-pirating. But his suc- 
cess proved the inspiration for his 
fellow buccaneers of the West Indies 
and the long reign of piracy in the 
Seventeenth century began. 

Le Grand wag a Norman who settled 
on Tortuga island and became known 
by the English as “Peter the Great.” 
He had been “on account" for a long 
time, but as a pirate he had been a 
miserable failure. Finally, almost 
starving and In despair, he came in 
sight of a great Spanish fleet, and 
seeing one ship, the biggest of all, lag- 
ging somewhat in the rear he Immedi- 
ately conceived a daring scheme. | 

Swearing his men to fight to death 
and never surrender and ordering one 
of them to bore a hole in the boat so 
It would sink quickly, thus “burning 
his bridges behind him,” Le Grand 
pushed his little vessel alongside the 
big man-of-war just as night was fall- 
ing. In a moment Le Grand’s pirates 
had swarmed over the side, armed 
only with pistols,and cutlasses, killed 
the watchman and Pierre ran down 
into the cabin, where he found the 
Spanish admiral: playing cards. 

“Jesus bless ug!” exclaimed the as- 
tonished Spaniard. “Are these devils, 
or what are they?” Le Grand quickly 
assured him that.they were not devils 
but desperate men who would kill as 
quickly and willingly as they would 
eat and drink, and demanded the sur- 
render of the ship, The admiral real- 
ized the futility of resistance and sur- 
rendered. 

Le Grand did ‘not waste any time 
in looting the ship nor in allowing his 
men to get out of hand. from tiquor. 
He at once:-put his prisghers ashore 
and set sail for France, where he lived 
the rest of his life in peace.

She was born in London of obscure

Desiring a change, she left the foot 
soldiers and enlisted in a regiment of 
cavalry where she fell in love with 
one of her fellow troopers, a Fleming, 
to whom she disclosed the secret of | 
her sex. They were married and after 
obtaining a discharge opened an inn, 
the Three Horsehoes, near the castle 
of Breda. Then Mary’s husband died 
and she once more put on a man’s 
attire and enlisted in a regiment in

Found in Berlin Shop 

After remaining for an incalculable 
oumber of years nameless and cov- 
ered with grime, an apparently genu- 
ine Titian has been turned up in an 
antique shop in Berlin. 

The subject—one that Titian paint- 
ed more than once—is “Venus, Cupld 
and the Organ Player,” and, though 
the Venus is evidently an idealized 
figure, the organist has been. identi- 
fied as the youthful Philip, later Phil- 
ip II of Spain, and the Cupid as one 
of Titian’s own infant sons, 

Philip met Titian at Milan in 1548 
and again at Augsburg two years later, 
and so might have sat for the likeness, 
The painting, after treatment, proved 
to be in almost perfect preservation,

STEALING OF WIVES 


Marriage Laws in Siberia 
Have Been Changed. 


Washington.—Marriage isn’t what it 
used to be in Siberia. One of the 
latest laws reported to the outside 
world provides three years’ imprison- 
ment for any Buriat who, following 
the customs of his fathers, steals the 
woman of his choice. The matter is 
complicated by the reported prefer- 
ence of the women to be stolen rather 
than to be asked for or bought. 

“The Buriats are true children of 
nature when not influenced by outside 
cultures,” says a builetin from the 
Washington headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographical society. “When 
the Russians came upon them on the 
banks of Lake Baikal in the Sixteenth 
century many of them made their liv- 
ing wholly by hunting and fishing, 
while the majority had only progressed 
one more step in their journey from 
natural conditions, being nomad stock 
raisers, 


Nature Worshipers at Heart. 

“A little handful of Buriats, after 
contact with Russian colonists, have 
become agricuiturists; and remark- 
ably good agriculturists at that, even 
surpassing the average Russian 
farmer. But the great majority still 
make their living close to unmodified 
nature, as herders and hunters. 

“It is in their religious lfe that 
their love of nature makes itself most 
deeply felt. Many are frankly Sha- 
manists—nature worshipers. Those 
nearest Mongolia profess Lamaism, 
But nature worship underlies the rites 
of all of them: the sky, the mountains, 
the rivers, the rain, the wind—all are 
peopled for them by gods. Even the 
nominally Christian Buriats nearest 
the shores of Lake Baikal insist that 
‘“the Holy sea” doesn't lke to be 
called “lake,”’ and that when so in- 
sulted it will become stormy and tur- 
bulent, perhaps destroying shipping. 

“The nomadic Burtats, near. the 
Mongolian border, have many traits in 
common with their kinsmen the Mon- 
gols. They are like them in appear- 
ance, live for the most part in “yurtas” 
or skin huts, raise cattle’ and sheep 
and are excellent horsemen. The typi- 
cal well-to-do Buriat and his horse are 
inseparable companions during life; 
and an ancient custom demands that 
the horse be tied to his owner’s grave 
to starve and so accompany him in 
death. . The heirs of the deceased usu- 
ally manage to get around this custom, 
however, either by substituting a 
worn-out hack for the good saddle 
horse, or by tying the latter with a 
weak thong. When the horse escapes 
and trots back to his fellows they say 
»- that At. is‘the will of heaven’. that he 
live. The.Buriat horses are’ remark- 
able for their endurance, often. trot- 
ting fifty and sixty miles without a 
pause, and showing no fatigue at the 
journey's end, ‘ 

“Burlats are so wedded to the yurtas 
that many who have followed Russian 
customs and built permanent huts, 
leave a smoke hole in the center of the 
roof (as in a yurta) and build their 
fires in the center of the floor. | They 
are fond of display, and the more pros- 
perous have rugs on floor and walls, 
and wear silken robes. They are as 
inveterate smokers as the Burmese, 
and as in Burma even small children 
smoke. Tea drinking is also a, com- 
mon habit. The Buriat man of affairs 
wears a broad silk girdle, in which he 
thrusts his pipe and teacup, that these 
necessities may be ever at hand. 


Brides Have Fur Dowries. 


“Only a smal! group of Buriats have 
practiced the theft of their wives. One 
common custom is for families that 
have both sons and daughters to ex- 
change girls as wives for their respec- 
tive sons. If the make-up of the fami- 
Nes does not permit exchanges, a wife 
is in effect bought, usually by a gift 
of cattle. The bride’s dowry usually 
more than offsets the price, however. 
In some cases the dowrfes are furs 
worth many thousands of dollars, 

“The old Siberian province of Trans- 
Baikalla, east of the great lake, is the 
region in which most of the Burtats 
live. This is considered the most beav- 
tiful part of Siberia, a land of alter- 
hating forests and steppes. The soll! 
is permanently frozen, although the 
immediate surface thaws out In sum- 
mer. Agriculture is not possible over 
much of the Buriat country, but the 
shallow sol] permits grazing activities. 

“In the forested regions the tree 
roots penetrate the soil only a few 
Inches but grow far horizontally, 
Many of these poorly anchored trees 
are overturned by the wind; and a 
characteristic feature of the country 
is supplied by the great rough disks 
of roots of the fallen trees towering 
almost as high as their upright’ fel- 
tows” - -

50,000 to Be Brought Out 
for Butchering. 


Anchorage, Alaska.—A great rein- 
deer drive which will take two years 
and for spectacularity rival the big 
trail movements of Texan herds in 
frontier days will be undertaken in 
an effort to revivify an industry now 
menaced by lack of marketing facil- 
ities, : 

Under the direction of George Ash- 
enfelter many thousand head of both 
government and privately owned deer 
will be driven overland from the Arc- 
tic to Broad pass on the Alaskan rail- 
road. The drive may be as targe as 
50,000, 

A similar plan conceived two years 
ago by the bureau of education was 
abandoned for lack of funds, 

Ashenfelter, a large herd owner, 
will sponsor the drive, which will 
mean not only the removal of the 
deer from the north to a territory 
reached by rail, but also means a 
more or less wholesale migration of 
Eskimo herd owners, most of whom 
have matriculated in the government 
schools of husbandry. 

“There is not an Eskimo in the 
Arctic who can support himself on 
his herd of reindeer,” said Astien- 
felter, “owing to lack of marketing 
facilities. The best they can get now 
for their animals is $10 to $15 a head 
with the scant population of their 
country for a market. On this he can 
not provide the necessities of Ife for 
himself and family.” 

Herds of educated owners total 
more than 125,000, but if only 50,000 
of this number should participate it 
would create a, series of herds 
stretching from the coast of Bering 
sea eastward for 100 miles. The 
drive, expected to start in the early 
winter months, would be held at the 
Yukon river until it freezes and then 
shoved into the headwaters of the 
Kuskokwim river and later across 
country to Broad pass, a distance 
of 300 miles, 

Experience has shown that the mor- 
tality rate of fawns is too great there 
when an attempt is made to drive 
them in the spring—before they are 
strong enough to stand the hard trav- 
el. The route selected is that used 
by the herds of cartbous in their 
annual fall migrations across the 
Tanana valley and through Broad 
pass. Care will be taken to keep the 
deer and earibou separated because 
of the penchant of the wild animals 
to steal the domesticated does,

May Follow in Footsteps of 
His Father. 


New York.—Robert Peary, son of 
the North pole discoverer, is following 
in the footsteps of his father and 
hopes some day to become a great 
explorer. 

Scientific studies now are claiming 
his attention at Lehigh university, 
but when June and vacation time roll 
around he will take his first trip, 
northward with the Putnam-Williams 
expedition to Greenland to gather ma- 
terial for the newly completed Hall 
of Ocean Life of the American Mu- 
seum of Natyral History. 

Young Peary is not taking the trip 
as a pleasure jaunt. Instead, he will 
be a full-fledged member and will 
have to do the work mapped out for 
him just as all others of the party.

Innocent Indién® Freed 
After Serving 5 Years 

Oklahoma City, Okla. — Edward 
Fluke, thirty, whose Indian stoicism 
caused him to serve five years in the 
Oklahoma penitentiary for a murder 
he did not commit, was pardoned by 
Gov, M. EB. Trapp. Fluke, a quarter- 
blood Indian, was charged with the 
murder at Vinita of Harold Fry, a 
mail carrier, whose charred body was 
found in a partly burned haystack: ten 
days after he disappeared in 1921. 

Fry's motor car was located in pos- 
session of Fluke. The latter was ar- 
rested, but refused to talk. At his 
trial Fluke played the part of a silent 
observer, declined to testify and was 
convicted. He entered the peniten- 
tiary under life sentence. 

Two years later Fluke made a state- 
ment accusing Levi Jenkins, Indian 
youth, ‘of the killing. According to 


Fluke, he was in a motor. party which | 


included Fry and Jenkins. Fry re- 
sented a remark Jenkins made about 
a young woman. A quarrel followed, 
in which Fry was killed. : 

Jenkins. was arrested and convicted 
of the slaying. He went to the peni- 
tentiary in 1928, but Fluke stayed on, 
too. 

The attorney general reported to the 
governor that Fluke’s only crime ap- 


‘parently was in aiding Jenkins to 


escape, In pardoning him the governor 
said he believed he had been pun- 
ished sufficiently for the lesser dffense. 


Without Food 44 Days, 
Quits Cage a Wreck 


Berlin, — Herr Jolly, professional 
faster, established a record of 44 days 
of abstention from food and was 
helped out of his glass cage, a phys- 
ical wreck. He had beaten the world's 
record, held by Signor Mutatti of 
Italy, by one day. The new champion 
was eagerly received by a large crowd, 
including numerous physicians who 
have been interested in his case, 
Though unable to walk and speaking 
in a feeble voice, Jolly’s mind seemed 
alert. : 

The floor of his cage was carpeted 
with cigarette butts and strewn with 
mineral water bottles. Jolly said that 
during the last three days -he had been 
able to smoke only ten cigarettes a 
day since they affected his stomach. 

The doctors on superficial examina- 
tion found the faster’s digestive or- 
gans entirely dormant and took him 
to a hospital, where he will be fed a 
liquid diet. ” 

Jolly, who is twenty-five years old, 
did his first fasting when he was im- 
prisoned during the French -occupa- 
tion of his Rhenish homeland. , He: 
went on.a hunger strike and bel@ out 


for 18 days,

and his weight after his fast was 
around 108,

Blend a table- 
spoonful of flour with two tablespoon- 
fuls of butter and add two cupfuls of 
cold milk; cook until smooth. Add 
four cupfuls of boiling veal stock, the 
mashed potatoes, and bring to the 
bolling paint. This recipe may be di- 
vided for a small family. 


Egg Soup.—Butter six slices of 
bread, sprinkle with sugar and brown 
in the oven. Reheat two cupfuls of 
veal stock and two cupfuls of milk, 
with the yolks of three eggs, using 
care not to cook until the egg curdies. 
Add a tablespoonful of butter; season 
with salt, pepper, minced parsley and 
@ grating of nutmeg. Pour over the 
toast; cover for ten minutes and 
serve. 

Veal and Celery Soup.—Cut up three 
pounds of veal, Lreak the bones and 
cover with four quarts of water, bring 
to the simmering point and simmer 
for four hours. Add two bunches of 
celery and two chopped onions, sim- 
mer until the vegetables are soft, then 
press through a sieve. Thicken with 
two tablespoonfuls of cornstarch 
mixed with two cupfuls of milk, add 
two tablespoonfuls of butter in small 
bits; reheat and serve with diced 
fried bread. j 

Any leftover cooked vegetable like
